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EXPLANATOEY MEMORANDUM. 


This Return is intended to show the effect of the financial proposals 
contained in the Government of Ireland Billj 1893, on the Budget of the 
United Kingdom. 

The figures used are those which were given for 1892-93 in the Budget 
Statement made by the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the 11th April 
1892. To those figures must he added, on the one side, the special taxes 
collected by Imperial Officers for Local Authorities, and, on the other side, 
the expenditure which is met out of the produce of those special taxes, 
and which may be measured by the amount thus placed at the disposal of 
the Local Authorities.’ 

This addition is necessary in order to compare the existing financial 
arrangements with those for which the Bill provides ; inasmuch as those 
local services at present met out of the special local taxes assigned to 
Ireland are included in the Civil Government charges for which the Irish 
Exchequer would become liable, and the amounts which Ireland contributes 
to the moiety of the Probate Duty and to the Excise sm’tax, at present 
payable to the Local Taxation Accounts, are included in the Revenue with 
which the Irish Exchequer would be credited, in order to meet the Civil 
Government charges of Ireland. 

The difference between the Irish figures on the expenditure side of the 
following Table and those used by Mr. Gladstone is due to the fact that, 
as he wished to show what might be considered a sample balance-sheet 
of Ireland, based on the latest calculations, the figures which he took 
represented what is expected to be the actual expenditui’e of the financial 
year ending the 31st March 1893, which, when allowance has been made 
for Supplementary Grants on the one hand, and for aggregate savings on 
grants on the other hand, will probably be less by (about) 40,000 1 . than 
the original provision made in the Budget for Irish services.
